Approval of tlie ma.ster plan of 
the Regional Planning Coniniis- 
.sioii a.s applied to Sierra Mailre 
wa.s voteil at Tue.sday’.s meeting of 
the city council. A poolroom li- 
cen.se wa.s granted to W. Pi. 
Deutsch, the old P'iremen’s Club 
iva.s reimbursed for money bor- 
lovved on the city hall lot, and a 
resolution of intention for a big 
street improvement program was 
adopted. 

William J. P’ox, engineer for 
tlie Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion, presented the ma.ster plan 
to the council, with explanations 
of the detailed studies used in its 
development. Special attention 
was given to the probable future 
growth, and increase of motor 
traffic. 

Ttie plan is designated to co¬ 
ordinate the highway system of 
all cities of the county and of un¬ 
incorporated territory. Major 
highways of 100 feet width anil 
seconilary highways of 80 feet, 
are designateil. These do not 
commit the city to improve these 
streets at any particular time, ac¬ 
cording to .Mr. P’ox. The map is 
approveii simply as a guirle to¬ 
ward the ultimate reiiuiremonts 
which will care for the traffic 
needs of the maximum population 
which can be accommodated in 
the territory. 

By the commission’s plan, Rald- 
'^iti and Live Oak -A.venues are 
designated as major highways, 
wuh Sierra Madre, Central and 
4 (Ji'and View as secondary high¬ 

ways. In addition a highline bou¬ 
levard of undetermined width is 
' shown on the map, higher on the 

'^Df'untainside than any street now 
open. 

The lesolution of intention for 
improvement of a portion of Lau¬ 
rel and .Montecito Avenues, and 
Mnntecito Court includes the con¬ 
struction of a large number of 
concrete culverts to replace old 
cuIvcM'ts with wooden tops, and 
the leplaccmcnt of a considerable 
amount of cobblestone gutters and 
curbing. The details may be found 
in tlie resolution published on an¬ 
other page of this paper. 

VV. E. Deutsch pre.sentcd a peti¬ 
tion with 270 names asking tliat 
he he granted a license to operate 
a poolroom in the Kersting build¬ 
ing at the corner of Central Ave- | 
nue and Windsor Lane.

Councilman Belohlavek reported 
the finance committee had approv¬ 
ed the contract with Mr. Wygant 
as city aftorney and on his motion 
it was adopted by the council. It 
provides for a salary of $100 as 
legal advisor to the council, with 
aifditional pay as may he agreed 
for all extra work such as litiga¬ 
tion, bond or street improvement 
proceedings. 

The sum of$2784.(M was voted 
to be paid over to H. E. Allen as 
trustee for the old E^irernen’s 
Itlub. This will clear up the busi- ' 
ness in connection with the city 
hall lot. The city receives the 
cancelled mortgage which wa.s 
placed on the lot by the club to 
mee,t its indebtedness, together 
with some additional notes issue<l 
by the club. In return the city 
"'had the benefit of the foundation 
built for t;he firemen’s clubhouse, 
and finally used for the city hall, 
on which the club expended over 
$7900. In addition the club pro- 
^'ided housing for the city fire en¬ 
gine for four years at a cost 
of $1040.

With the financial outlook con- 
.siderahly brighter than at any 
liiiie wiiiiin the pa.st three years, 
tlie directors turned to the mat¬ 
ter of c’.eaning up the city in 
preparation for the thousands of 
people who will visit Sierra Madre 
soon to gaze upon one of the 
eighth wonders of the world—the 
famous Wi.staria Vine. Cooperat¬ 
ing with the Woman’s Club and 
other civic organizations, the 
chamber of commerce will make 
a strong effort to .see that all 
vacant lots in the city, and e.spe- 
cially those on Central, Baldwin,

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.TEST COM.MON SENSE 

H orrible examples and wonderful op- 
porttinities alternate on the Sierra 
Madre landscape, so far as subdivisions are 
concenied. The men who laid out Siei i a 
Madre into a community of small ranches ^ 
did a good .job. They divided it with four 
streets running east and west and four 
streets running north and south. But the 
men who followed after and cut up these 
parcels of from 16 to 30 acres into town lots 
made a mess of the business. 

Skeptics as to the last statement are in¬ 
vited to make a test: Start at the foot ol 
Hermosa Avenue and drive to the head of 
the same street. Or drive from the west 
end of Montecito to the east end. The jogs 
wliere subdivisions do not match up their 
streets, and the detours around blocks not 
opened ought to convince the most skeptical 
of the folly of uncontrolled layout of tracts. 

One factor in the situation makes the 
adoption of a city plan and policy govern¬ 
ing subdivisions most ui'gent. Subdivision 
of the mountain sides has not yet reached 
Sierra Aladre, except in Sierra IMadre can¬ 
yon park (another horrible example perpe¬ 
trated on a beautiful natural setting.) But 
the Sierra Madre mountainsides are going 


to be “discovered” by real estate operators 
in the not distant future. Then what are 
we going to do about it? 

Drainage problems, safety factors on 
highways and dozens of things come to 
mind which will help to make or mar the 
handling of this matchless highland prop¬ 
erty. The activities of subdividers ought 
to be al)solutely under control of the muni¬ 
cipality. so far as their development affects 
the rest of the city. Now is the time to 
put the legislation on the l)Ooks. as a safe¬ 
guard. Why not profit by the horrible ex¬ 
amples in order to make the most of the 
opixntunities on the Sierra Madre land¬ 
scape ? ♦ ♦ ♦ + 

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 

T he Sierra iladre Chamber of Commerce 
is l)eginning active work for this year 
Avith a clean slate and a determination to 
:keep its finances in the clear. And this 
9nancial metamorphosis and the progi'am 
for future accomplishment as outlined by 
the board of directors should be ample proof 
that the org/inization is in splendid running 
order. 

The first matter of importance will be the 
cleaning up of vacant lots in preparation for 
the throngs of visitors who will come to 
Siei'ra IMadre for the Wistaria Fete. The 
beauty of the vine will fade rapidly if the 
approaches to the business district present 
a “down-at-the-heel” appearance. 

The entertainment committee has out¬ 
lined a series of concerts for the summer 
that will add much to the enjoyment of our 
citizens and visitors. And to provide a 
maximum of comfort for artists and audi¬ 
ences, certain things will have to be done 
in the park, especially in the way of pro¬ 
viding a stage and dressing room facilities. 
This improvements will cost so little and 
mean so much that it is hardly possible that 
they will be found lacking at the beginning 
of the season. 

But the matter of greatest importance is 
a program for better educational facilities, 
that matter being scheduled foi' a thorough 
discussion in the near future. 

There are more things of important na¬ 
ture in the plans of the directors, all of 
which will be pre.sented at the proper time. 
And the chamber of commerce now makes 
an earnest plea for support, not only from 
members, hut from eveiy resident who is 
interested in the welfare and progress of 
■ the city.

Variety of results secured by 
dilFerent men directing the same 
group of musicians in Hollywood 
Howl provides one of the interest¬ 
ing phases of oiche.stra music, and 
proves the value of conductors. 
Even the mannerisms of some of 
the leaders are interesting, altho 
some mav be obviously for shoxy. 

I CONDI (TOR BY At tTDENT— 
That reminds me of a story 
told me by a well known Los An¬ 
geles musician of how Creatore 
-started his carggr as a spe^arcu- 
lar conductor. Both were mem¬ 
bers of an orchestra xvhich came 
over from Italy with an opera 
company and went on the rocks in 
San Francisco. The orchestra 
was then booked to play twice a 
; day in an amusement park. 

I One afternoon the conductor 
I (schooleil as such in an Italian 
; conserxatury) wa.s too ill to ap- 
I pear. The orchestra members 
; looked arounil to .see who should 


substitute. Some one proposed 
Creatore, who was blind in one 
eye and the object of much chaf¬ 
fing by his fellow musicians. So 
Creatore took the baton for the 
first time. In the course of the 
concert, in turning from one sec- ; 
tion the oiche.stra to the other, 
he knocked over the music stand 
xvhich he did not see because of 
the blind eye. That made him 
nervous and in his irritation he 
became so demonstrative in hi.s 
conducting that the audience ap- 
plauiied vociferously. 

When the night concert ap¬ 
proached the orchestra members 
told Creatore to keep up his spec¬ 
tacular gesticulations xvhich had 
been started by thy mi.shap. The 
audience went xvild over it, the 
critics fell for it and the news 
papers proclaimcil the discovery 
of a great nexx- conductor.

( HKKRING NEWS— 

That was a wonderful piece of 
new.s announced in Los Angeles 
this week, to the eifect that Wil¬ 
liam A. Clark, Jr., will continue 
another five years as guarantor 
against the annual $200,000 deficit 
of the I’hilharmonic Orchestra. Ho 
has already been the sole guar¬ 
antor for ten years, in which time 
lie has made a contribution to tho 
musical life and groxvth of South¬ 
ern California with fexv parallels 
anywhere. 

It bail been .Mr. Clark’s hope 
that by this time the orchestra 
would be self-supporting, or that 
sufficient intere.st xvoiild he arous¬ 
ed in other .iiuarlers to keep it 
going. Hence the announcement 
some months ago that the present 
season wouhl mark the end of hi.s 
sponsorship. 

However, it xx-as unthinkahl • 
that Mr. Clark xvould allow, the 
orchestra to deteriorate or be di,s 
continued after putting into it 
such an amount^, of money an i 
heartfelt interest. So the an- 
iiouncemeiit of his continued liber- 
^al support is not surpri.sing. 

In 1900 it WO..S .said that the in- 
caiulescent lamp with carbon fila 
ment wa.s so perfect a device that 
it could never he much improved.
